WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  supplies  the  whole  of  the  urban  district. 
It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year,  and  no 
form  of  contamination  was  detected.  One  sample  was  taken  from  the  Dry  Hill 
Reservoir,  West  Hill,  in  March. 

The  water  has  been  hard,  300  -  400  parts  per  million,  supplied  from 
Chelvey  for  all  but  three  weeks  of  the  year.  This  was  due  to  the  relative 
drought  throughout  the  previous  autumn  and  in  1964 .  Softening  of  the  -water 
at  Chelvey,  or  continuous  direct  supply  from  Barrow  has  been  promised. 
Nevertheless,  the  water  from  Chelvey  is  less  than  half  as  hard  as  the  old 
Portishead  supply. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  whole  of  the  urban  district  council  area  is  now  sewered  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  isolated  and  individual  dwellings. 

The  Nore  Park,  Redcliffe  Bay  sewage  scheme  was  completed  at  a  cost  of 
E43,000  and  discharges  untreated  into  the  Bristol  Channel,  as  does  the  rest  of 
the  serfage  from  Portishead.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  construction 
of  a  sewage  treatment  works,  and  the  separation  of  surface  water  from  the 
foul  sewage  system. 

Cesspool  emptying  is  carried  out  by  private  arrangement. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made  by  direct  labour,  in 
one  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  shops  at 
an  agreed  charge.  The  present  tip  site  is  nearly  exhausted  and  a  new  tip 
is  being  negotiated  in  the  G-ordano  Valley.

Monthly  estimations  of  solids  deposited  from  the  atmosphere 
are  made  in  deposit  gauges  at  three  sites  in  the  town.  Sulphur 
dioxide  estimations,  by  the  lead  dioxide  candle  method,  are  made 
in  four  sites  at  the  same  intervals . 

In  1964,  the  total  solids  deposited  and  sulphur  dioxide 
measured  were  much  the  same  in  amount  as  the  previous  three  years. 
These  figures  for  i960 -64  shew  an  improvement  over  1958  and  1959* 

A  few  complaints  of  grit  deposits  were  received  during  the 
year.  These  were  reported  to  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector,  who  is 
responsible  for  investigating  industrial  atmospheric  pollution. 

He  sees  that  industrial  concerns  are  taking  all  reasonable  steps 
to  reduce  pollution  to  the  minimum  possible. 

The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  have  nine  sites  in 
and  around  Portishead  where  deposit  gauges  and  lead  dioxide  candles 
are  placed. 

The  installation  of  an  apparatus  to  measure  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  pollution  in  1965,  will  give  a  much  more  accurate  assessment 
of  air  conditions  in  a  selected  site.
